Be Marketed More 
Slowly.

Washington.— Seemingly officials of 
government directly charged! with the 
work of administering the agricultural 
relief aet, which was passed by con­ 
gress and approved by the President 
recently, belier# that the legislation 
Is to bring some of the* r e s u lts which 
ar»* desired. 
Experience alone prob­ 
ably will determ ine th e outcome, hut 
tin* W ar Finance corporation Is plan­ 
ning the work anc! is e x p r e s s in g <*on- 
fldence In real accomplishment. 
Eugene Meyer, Jr., Is tin* managing 
director of the W ar Finance corpo­ 
ration, 
His views on the agricultural 
relief act ought to he of Interest, for 
his organization Is char gaff with th** 
work of its administration. His views, 
to he approved, or perhaps Coml) att et], 
according to tile viewpoint, are as fol­ 
lows : 
“The agricultural 
relief act 
Is a 
measure of great significance to our 
agricultural bite rents. 
It Is a very 
constructive piece of legislation, and, 
in my opinion, is thoroughly workable 
from th** administrative jsiint of view. 
It recognizes the new eomlltloiis ex­ 
isting In our International ami domes­ 
tic trade and alma to meet these con­ 
ditions by giving tin* War Finance 
corporation power to assist in financ­ 
ing the carrying of agricultural com­ 
modities until they can he marketed 
in an orderly way. 
“The Inability ami unwillingness of 
foreign merchant* ami manufacturer* 
to purchase tin* greater part of their 
requirement* f«*r the years during the 
period Immediately following the har­ 
vesting of our crops, us they ar** ac­ 
customed 
to 
do 
In 
normal 
times, 
coupled with the failure of our own 
merchant* and m anufacturers to car­ 
ry normal stocks, has brought uhout 
n situation which makes It necessary 
for us to m arket our staple agricul­ 
tural product* over a longer period 
than usual. 
Cotton Situation an Example. 
“This situation I* clearly indicated 
In the following extract from a report 
from an investigator Of the lH*pnrt- 
meiit of Agriculture, who Is now in 
Europe studying tile m arkets there for 
American agricultural products: 
"T he cotton merchanth over here in 
the countries visited do not think It 
sound business for American shipper* 
or banks ti* advance too much credit 
to the cotton mills. 
They say that 
the mills can arrange the necessary 
credits with 10***1 hanks to buy cotton 
lf only they can allow an outlet for 
the goods; that extending liberal cred­ 
it from America will tend to increase 
the risks assumed by the mill and may 
lead to speculative venture* on the 
part of the mills. 
“’rh** merchants point out Mint mills 
should buy cotton only as they arx* 
able lo sell goods profitably and then 
that Hie mill should cover Its require­ 


ments witn cotton chew at hare!. They 
go so far as to say Batt if*** tnerehJilH 
should sell cotton on call for tim mill 
lo fix tim price when the goods are 
sold.

Moreover, the man in the street is 
undoubtedly convinced that “national­ 
isation" o f . the roads would prove a 
very questionable and probably costly 
innovation, and be would point to w ar 
tim e 
curtailed 
services 
and 
costly 
passenger fares, to prove bls eonten 
lion th a t any socialization or semi 
socialization is doomed to uUcr fail 
ore. 
Because the British are essentially 
m odest about proc laiming themselves 
"efficient,” the wot Id at large* is vii 
tually ignorant of the speedy oxprer 
trains that in norm al times run at 
world-record speeds. Also if s not gen 
em ily known that the British railroad 
com panies and their 
workers 
have 
highly complex, self-adjusting wage* 
Brules that autom otically 
and 
with 
very little real friction keep the* rate 
of pay at a definite figurer, as com­ 
pared with the coft of living. 
W herefore, the transfe r of these* gi­ 
gantic properties from governmental 
to private control was ^accomplished 
without any special discussion regard 
ing wages, sinc e this problem had been 
adjusted muny m ontits previously. 
Also, the whole question of govern­ 
m ental rem uneration to the companies 
had been taken care of by means of an 
arrangem ent whereby the government 
guaranteed the railroad managem ents 
to hoop the net receipts, while* under 
state control, equal to the 1913 earn

Principal cause of huge losses in 
state operation of the roads is attrib 
uted to general inauguration of the

IT’S WORKABLE, SAYS MEYER 


Meets Present Condition* by Assisting 
in the Carrying of Farm Products 
So They Can Be 
Marketed More 
Slowly.

Washington. -Seemingly officials of 
government directly charged with the 
work of administering the agricultural 
relief act, which was passed by con­ 
gress and approved by tile President 
recently, believe that tile legislation 
is to bring some of Die results which 
ar** desired. 
Experience alone prob­ 
ably will determine til** outcome, but 
tin* War Finance corporation is plan­ 
ning tin* work and is expressing con­ 
fidence in real accomplishment. 
Eugene Meyer, Jr., is tile managing 
director of the W ar Finance corpo­ 
ration. 
His views on tile agricultural 
relief act ought to he of Interest, for 
ills organization is charged with the 
work of its administration. His views, 
to lie approved, or perhaps combatted, 
according to the viewpoint, arc as fol­ 
lows : 
"The agricultural 
relief act Is a 
measure of great significance to our 
agricultural interests. 
It is a very 
constructive piece of legislation, and, 
in my opinion, is thoroughly workable 
from th** administrative point of view. 
It recognizes the new conditions ex­ 
isting In our international und domes­ 
tic trade and nims to meet these con­ 
ditions by giving tin* War Finance 
corporation power to assist In financ­ 
ing the* carrying of agricultural com­ 
modities until they can lie marketed 
in an orderly way. 
"Tile inability and unwillingness of 
foreign m erchants and manufacturers 
to purchase tin* greater part of their 
requirements for the years during tile 
period im mediately following tile har­ 
vesting cif our crops, us they are ac­ 
customed 
to 
do 
In 
normal 
times, 
coupled with the failure of our own 
m erchants and manufacturers to car­ 
ry normal stocks, lias brought about 
s situation which makes It necessary 
for us to m arket our staple agricul­ 
tural products over a longer |*erlod 
than usual. 


Cotton Situation an Example. 
"Thla situation IS clernly Indicat'd 
In tile following extract from a report 
from an Investigator of tile I a p a r t­ 
ment of Agriculture, who is now In 
Europe studying the markets there for 
American agricultural products: 
“Tlie cotton merchants over here In 
(lie countries visited clo not think It 
sound business for American shipper* 
or banks to advance too much credit 
to the cotton mills. 
They say that 
the mills can arrange* the necessary 
credits with local hunks to buy cotton 
lf only they can allow an outlet for 
the goods; that extending liberal cred­ 
it from America will tend to Increase 
ttie ilsks assumed tty tile mill and may 
lead to speculative ventures on the 
part of the mill*. 
"The* merchants point out that min* 
should buy cotton only us they are 
able I** scil goods profitably und then 


merit* with cotton chn* at hand' They 
go so far as to say thin th** merchant 
should sell cotton on call for Hie mill 
to fix tile price when the g*M«H are 
sold. 
Tills suggestion **ee»ns unsound 
to me, as It Involves too great a risk 
for 
Die 
Belier, 
making 
lulu 
take 
chances which rightfully fail on the 
m anufacturer. 
But at any rate rh** 
suggestion 
that 
reasonable 
stocks 
should lie placed In the leading Euro­ 
pean markets and hedged in dollars, 
seems sound. 
Exchange Rate Interferes. 
“Tile price can ll** fixed when the 
sale is consummated and at a rate of 
exchange which is taken Into consid­ 
eration when the price is determined. 
These merchants i*o*nt out that they 
cannot carry large stocks as in former 
years as a change in the rut** of ex­ 
change might cause serious hisses. 
and that tin ref or** they must of neces­ 
sity buy cotton only us it is neede'd. 
If they follow out tills plan it will 
mean safe business to European mills, 
hut a slow and long drawn-our cotton 
season hack in America, and cotton 
growers might as 
well 
make their 
plans to market their crop gradually 
as the demand warrants. 
"Tin* pressing need at the present 
time, therefore, Is for additional fa­ 
cilities to finance our staple agr! cit I 
til rn I products so that they can he 
marketed 
more gradually than for­ 
merly. 
The agricultural 
relief act 
alms to provide these facilities along 
sound lines, and In a way flint will 
be helpful not only to the producers 
themselves, but 
uiso to the whole 
business o f.th e country. 
“ It 
should 
i*<* 
clearly 
understood 
that the aet is an emergency measure, 
designed to meet th** abnormal condi­ 
tions now confronting u*. 
Experience 
In connection with Its administration, 
however, should enable us to deter­ 
mine to what extent, if tiny, addi­ 
tional financial machinery of a p**r- 
marient character Is necessary to take 
care of the marketing of our staple 
agricultural products in an orderly 
way under normal conditions.**
